In d eed the expan sion of the En glish 
la n g ua g e has been on e of the marvels of 
the m od ern era. 
Begin n in g with the sim­ 
ple an d limited vocabulary of the early 
ages, the En glish

has

g ro w in g an d wid en in g ever sin ce the Nor­ 
m a n con quest. 
For over two cen turies

THE ICE PATROL 
W riting in the 
National 
Geograp hic 
M a gazine Lieutenant C om m and er Zeusler 
gives an account of the ice p atrol service 
in the North Atlantic tha t has been in 
op eration ever since the sinking of the 
Titanic in Ap ril, 19 12, with over 1,5 00 
souls on board . 
This service is m anaged 
by 
the 
United 
States 
government, 
hut 
with the sup p ort also of Belgium, Canad a, 
D enm a rk, PT'ance, Germany , G reat Brit­ 
ain, Italy , The Netherland s, N orw ay and 
Swed en. 
D uring 
the 
d ange r 
season, 
M a rc h 1 to July 1, w hen the L abrad or 
curre nt is most rap id , two vessels are con­ 
stantly on d uty p atrolling the w ater area 
of the G ra nd Banks of Newfound land , 
thr o ugh which p asses the busiest w ate r 
tr a d e route in the world . 
During the last 
fourteen y ears not a single ship has been 
lost thro ugh collision with an iceberg. 
T he huge floating menaces to naviga­ 
tion all come from Greenland , which is 
nea rly 
all 
covered 
by 
a 
vast ice 
cap 
5 ,000 feet thick. 
This ice sheet is con­ 
stantly p ushing d own to the sea in great 
glaciers. 
As the ice reaches into the sea, 
m ighty sections break off with roaring 
a nd 
crashing and 
churning of creamy 
foam. 
T hen the majestic icebergs settle 
d o w n for their 1,800 mile journey s to the 
ste a m e r lanes and the Gulf stream, where 
the y become m enaces to ship p ing. 
Com­ 
p aratively few of the total num ber reach 
the G ra nd Banks, but those tha t d o are 
te rr o rs to navigators until the w arm w a ­ 
ters have melted 
them 
d own. 
Besid es 
these 
bergs the L a b rad o r current also 
brings d o\vn vast num bers of our most 
ed ible fish. 
H ence the w aters off the 
G ra nd B anks offer attractions as well as 
d angers, which latter are greatly enhanc­ 
ed by the frequent d ense fogs. ^ 
One of the coast gua rd cutters is con­ 
stantly on d uty , with a third in reserve. 
These keep constant tab on all ice float­ 
ing into the region and send out rad io 
w arnings as to w eather, icebergs, and d e­ 
relicts. 
A new m ethod for locating the 
p resence of bergs was tried last season- 
Also efforts w ere m ad e to d estroy them 
with high ex p losives, as some scientists 
and seam en believed tha t they could be 
blow n to p ieces. 
H ow ever such efforts at 
d estruction p roved unsuccessful. 
The p a ­ 
trol vessels give aid and information to 
the num ero us 
fishing 
vessels 
off the 
G r a nd Banks as well as to the many 
tr a m p 
steam ers 
and 
liners 
p assing 
thr o ugh those waters. 
Ind eed they con­ 
stitute a sea traffic ])olicc. 
The icebergs und er surveillance even 
attain a length of over 7 00 feet and a 
height of nea r 3 00 feet. 
They are frosty 
w hite in color with d ifferent strata of 
d eep blue icc. 
T here are two ty p es of 
bergs— the solid ones like huge chunks of 
floating m arble and the “ d r y d o ck” ones 
w hich consist of two iiigh sid es with a low 
p assage between. 
The d ry d ock ty p e fur­

chiseled out as if by giant ax es. 
The lat­ 
te r are the most d angerous. 
The greater 
p ortion of an iceberg is below the surface 
of the w a te r and they often send out long 
d a nge ro us tongues below the surface, on 
one of which the Titanic was p robably 
shattered .
